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FOREST FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


Fire records are made by people — those who cause fires and 
_ those who control them. Your forest fire warden, deputy wardens, fire 
chief and firemen have, in spite of a prolonged drought, made one 
of the best fire control records in recent years. Despite a very dry 
spring, we in New Hampshire working together, have substantially re- 
duced our fire incidence (885 in 1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town organization 
jointly carrying out programs of forest fire prevention, train- 
ing and suppression with dedicated personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control program and your 
individual effort in practicing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improvement. Major 
problems are still with us; (1) the careless disposal of cigarettes; (2) 
the householder’s carelessness in burning rubbish; (3) the failure of 
woodlot owners and contractors to completely extinguish their brush 
burning fires; (4) failure to extinguish camp fires; (5) unsupervised 
children playing with matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to be protec- 
ted. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this area and restricted 
* acreage burned to 395 acres — a fine testimonial to the efficiency and 
dedication of the men who make up our firest fire control organization. 


1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are not 
issued between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. except on rainy days. 
Permits are not needed when the ground is covered with 
snow. To minimize risk the best way to dispose of rubbish is 
at your authorized town or municipal dumping area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 


3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 
4. Most important — Instruct your children that matches are

POLICE CHIEF’S REPORT 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1966. 


During the past year your Department has investigated 
11 accidents involving automobiles. 


Your police were called 8 times to investigate disturbances 
of the peace involving people and three complaints involving 
animals. 


Ten breaks were checked and the co-operation of the 
Sheriff’s Department was enlisted when necessary. 


Your department assisted during three personal emergencies 
involving the need of the service of a doctor or hospitalization. 
In the same vein six emergency messages were delivered. 


We co-operated with the Athol Police Department when 
investigating trouble on the Massachusetts line. We also en- 
listed the co-operation of the Swanzey Police Department when 
police escort became necessary to protect a person’s life during 
the union strike in Keene. 


Delinquent dog taxes were collected and five stray dogs 
were disposed of. 


Your policemen have been on duty at four public meetings 
held in Richmond. During the summer months the Town 
Beach area was checked daily. 


Each school day there was police protection for your 
children at Four Corners. Mrs. Virginia Tedford has assisted 
in this capacity as a special police woman. 


The Department has co-operated in all Civilian Defense 
activities and with the Town Health Officer. 


At the request of the citizens of Richmond your depart- 
ment has stood traffic duty at Four Corners during the time of 
heavy evening traffic going to the race track. Your officers 
stood this duty for a total of 206 hours. We had no serious 
accidents at the corners during this period of time. Some 50 
warnings were issued.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The year 1966 was a step forward for our community so 
far as your health representative can report. Our communicable 
disease rate was remarkably low by comparison to other com- 
munities, especially those sharing our group school system. 
Work in conjunction with school authorities and on local 
levels made this record possible. 


Water pollution problems were investigated and bad con- 
ditions were eliminated. One such ease is still under investiga- 
tion and, should a water test show contamination after our 
spring thaw, this condition will be corrected as it is a serious 
threat to the health of several families. The local beach gave us 
a scare this past year but upon testing and with the help of 
the police and fire departments the situation was corrected to 
the joy of many. 


Several dog bite cases were reported with the patient be- 
ing properly attended by a physician. The animals were re- 
strained for ten days and destroyed when necessary. Stray 
cats that were diseased and a threat to our pets were destroyed 
on three occasions. 


Nuisance complaints were received and investigations fol- 
lowed. When deemed necessary, the causes were removed. A 
clean up request from the Concord board regarding the outside 
storage of refrigerators and any other type of articles with 
doors on was acted upon to protect our children. 


During my absence I wish to thank Mrs. Arthur Stinson 
for keeping my weekly reports up to date. It has been a plea- 
sure to serve the community and I have appreciated the co- 
operation of many.
